“Tho movement on the part of tho 
house of representatives looking to the 
investigation of the business method* of 
the executive deportments.'' said >i gov* 
eminent "ofiicinl the oth< r evening, "is a 
move in tho right direction. If the com- 
mission proposed vi re wholly outside of 
tho house of representatives it would bo 
better, for two years is entirely too short 
a time, when the nett **ury legitimate 
dnties of u member of congress are con- 
sidered, to look into this matter thor 
oughly and in which to fonnnlnte a 
remedy. The business of the United 
States is perhaps tho most clumsily and 
expensively managed of any other busi- 
ness in the world. This is mainly be- 
cans*' it is a growth and l>ecause it i* l*e- 
ing shifted to new and irrexjionsible 
shoulders every now and then. Obso- 
lete und complicated systems of book- 
keeping that were jxrhaps all right fifty 
years ago are retained, though the conn- 
try has doubled and the country’s busi- 
ness tripled. It lias invariably been tbs 
policy of government bureaus to mag- 
nify their own business and of every 
petty chief to increase hi* own duties. 
This tendency runs all through the de- 
partmental se r vice and the result ha* 
liven to make a Chinese puzzle of the en- 
tire service. 

“The whole thing should be looked into 
iu a thorough manner and a new system 
devised. It should be simplified, and 
the rale* of modern business life applied 
to governmental affairs. Why, don’t 
yon know nobody knows how the treas- 
ury department stands? No two financial 
exjierts can understand the treasury sys- 
tem of bookkeeping. The monthly debt I 
statement defies even the professional | 
statisticians, and as for the method of [ 
transacting any kind of government | 
business, it is so ridiculously complicated 
that tho only thing that can be said for 
it is that it furnishes proportionately to • 
desired results more places for salaried I 
officials than any other system ever de 1 
vised. The whole thing need* revision i 
but is this to be accomplished in two j 
years'" — New York Herald.
